THE HISTORY OF HOPE 


In the Spring of 1970, Fay Kim- 
ball, occupational therapist of the 
United Cerebral Palsy Training 
Center, Lawrence, invited Pro- 
fessor William Crochetiere of 
Design Engineering at Tufts Uni- 
versity to meet Ricky Hoyt. a 
severely handicapped CP child 
with normal intelligence. for the 
purpose of interesting  Profes- 
sor Crochetiere in developing a 
communication device for the 
severaly handicapped. He and his 
graduate students agreed to take 
on the project and presently Rick 
Foulds has this as his thesis 
project 

As of November, 1971, they had 
developed the communication 
device to the point that it is con- 
tained in two attache cases. One 
attache case houses the power 
supply and the other contains the 
alphabet board and a panel of 
lights. The unit displays up to 
sixteen alphabetic or numeric 
characters on a panel. They 
have worked on the input of the 
device or control by Ricky. They 
have tried a mercury switch. a 
head switch and a switch con- 
trolled by the opening and closing 
of Ricky's mouth, None of these 
have been successful. The even- 
tual hope is that a simple input 
device will be developed for each 
operator and attached to a typw- 
writer, computer, or teaching 
maching 

As of January 10th, a new input 
device for Ricky was developed 
by Rick Foulds. This is a knee 
switch and to operate it. Ricky 
has to raise his right knee and 
this triggers the switch and 
makes the box print the letter 
Ricky wants printed. It works 
fantastically! The time it takes 
Ricky to enact this switch is 
1/60h of a second. Now. the com- 
ponent which houses the letters 
must be rebuilt and perfected and 
some way must be found to attach 
it all to a typewriter, At the 
same time the unit has to be kept 
in a form that can be easily 
moved from class to home, ete 

As you can see. all this takes 
money and a lot of it, but we feel 
the end result will be worth all 
of everyone's effort and faith in 
the project and in a human being 
with the will to try and try again. 

This project is funded solely by 
the efforts of Rick's parents and 
the wonderful people who have re- 
sponsed to their money raising 
projects. One of these projects 
Was a progressive bake sale in 
which most of the town of North 
Reading and surrounding towns 
participated. Another project 
was a neighborhood carnival run 
by junior high girls which netted 
$135. Many of you also responded 
to our request for art project 
ideas which has evolved the writ- 
ing of an arts and crafts namual 
for The East Seal Society, who 
in turn, have agreed to donate 
from $200 to $500 to the Hope 
Machine to help unlock Ricky and 
others like him. 

To date. $1000 has been raised 
by you. the people of our society 
who do care about their fellow 
man. From Rick and his parents 
we say thank you for your con: 
tinued support. Keep it coming! 
This Hope Machine will suceed 
and someday Ricky will send you 
his own thank you, created solely 
by him because he will have be 
come “unlocked
